H E firſt Monarchie was of the Mirian, founded by 

Ninus about the yere of the World 2220. augmented by 
the Queene Semiramis, and after it had endured the terme of 
13 oo yeeres, it was tranſlated by. Arbactut vnto the Medes 
and there hauing endured 350 yeeres, it was loſt by Aſfia- 
gen and conquered by Oui. | | KY 
The ſecond Monarchie was of the Perfians, founded by 
ru, the yeereof the World 3425; which after it had endu- 
red 191 yeere, was loſt by Dari, and ſubdued by Alexander 
n B. The

The third Monarchie was of the Grecian, founded by A. 
lexander the great, in the yeere of the world 3634, and before 
Chꝛriſt 320yeeres3 after whoſe death it was deuided among 
the Prefects, which in hiflife time he had appointed in divers 
countries: by-which duifion Seleucus was King nf Syria, Pro- 
lomeus of E gipt. Antigonus of Aſia, Caſſander of Macedonia & 
-yeece 2 all which coũtries were after ſubdued by the Roman. 
The fourth Monarchie or Empire was of the Romans, foun - 
ded by Iulius Cæſar, the yere of the world 3914, after the buil- 
ding of Rome 706 yeeres, andhefore Chriſt 47 yeeres. This 
Monarchię floriſhed about the ſpace of yo yeeres, ill that af. 
Ger the death of Theodeſſut the great, it was deuided by his two 
ons inta two Empires: Arcadius was Emperour of ¶ onffanii- 
neple, which Empire endured (though afterwards much dimi- 
niſbed by the invaſions of barbarqus nations) vniill the yeere 
of our Lord 1453, and then was quite loſt by Cenflantine, and 
conguered by Mehomer ſecond king of Trrks, Henorius was 
mperor of Rome, which Empire ſhortly after, in the yeere of 
our Lord 475, & about the ninth month of the raine of 4. 
| guſt, was viterly ruinated by Othacar king of Goths, And 
| — after, the yere of our Lord 801 it was reſtored by Charles 
the great, and by him vnited to the crawneof France: andby 
bis ſucceſſors tranſlated into Germonie, where it yetremaineth 
22 ſhadow onely, or repreſentation of the greatnes and ma-

The ſeauenth was called Camane, becauſe dice prophecied 
ab (mera towne of Campanis in Italie ſhee prophecies that 
he ſhould come from heauen, and raigne heere in pouerty: 
hee ſhould rule in ſilence, and be borne of a virgen. 
The eight was called Heleſpontica, borne at Adarmiſe in the 
territorie of Troy, A woman ſhall deſcend of the Iewes called 
Cerie, and of her ſhall be borne the ſonne of Gad, named 
Laſas, and that without carnall copulation: for ſhes ſhall be a 
Virgen before and after his birth: he ſhall be both God and 
man, he ſhall fulfill the lawes of the Iewes, and ſhall adde his 
owne lawe thercunto: and his kingdome ſhall remaine for e · 
uer. | 
The ninth was of Frigia, and prophecied ia the towne of 
Ancire,one of her 5 3. The Higheft ſhall come frõ 
heaven, and ſhall confirme the connſaile in heauen, anda vir- 
gen ſhall be ſhewed in the valleis of the deſerts, | 


The tenth was e Aubunea, ſurnamed 7 ibartine, becauſe ſhe

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n botne at Tiber; 1 5 mile from Nome. The inuiſible Word 
mall be borne of a virgin: hee ſhall conuerſe among ſinner⸗ 
aud mall of them be deſpiſed. Laftantins Firmianus reherſeck 
diverſe of their prophecies, without making any particular 
mention of them: they are to be referred ſpecially notwithe 
ſtanding (as it ſhouldfreme) vnto Sybilla Samberta, who 
wrote'2# Booltes in verſe; chiefelyintreating of the coming, 
miracles, and life of ¶ hriſt, whereunto , the ſayings of all the 
other Sibhylles are conformable. 

S. Auftine lilewiſe in the 23 chapter of his 18 boo ke O- 
cinitate Dei, reciteth thoſe prophecies as followeth. Then hee 
ſhall be talen by the wicked hands of the Infidels, and they 
ſhall giue him buffets on his face with theyr ſacriledge hands, 
and they ſhall ſpit vppon him with theyt foule and cuiſed 
mouthes. Hee ſhall turne vnto them his ſhoulders ſuffering 
them to bewhipped yea hee-ſhall holde his peace without 
ſpealeing ere à word, to the end that none ſhall knowe from 
whence his words proceedeth. He ſhal alſo be crowned vvith 
thornes; they ſnall giue him gall to eate. & vineger to drinke: 
behold the feaſt that they ſhall make him: in fo much that 
thou ignotant᷑ and blind people ſhalnot know thy Gad con- 
uetſing among men but thou ſhalt erde him with thornes, 
mingling for him gal and vineger. Then ihe vaile of the tem- 

ple ſhal rend, and at midde day it ſnal be darke night for the 
ſpace of three houres. So the iuſt ſhal die the death, and his 
death or ſleepe ſhall continue three dayes: and when heſhall 
haue beeninthebowels of the earth, hee ſhal reſuſcit and te- 
turne to liſmſG. | | 
Latctantius moreoner, lib. 4. chap. 1g. reherſcth theſe pro- 
phecies of them. Hee ſhafraiſe' the dead, the impotent and 
lame ſhall goe, and runne nimbly, the deafe ſhall heare, the 
blind ſhal ſee, the dumbe ſhall ſpeake freely. And a litile be- 
fore that, ſayeth, with fiue loaues and two fiſhes, he ſhal nou- 
riſhin the Deſerts 50600 men, and the fragments thereof ſhall 
be ſufficient to ſatisfie many more.

' The twelne Apofflet with ther martyrdomt. 

Ames the ſonne of Zebedee, called maior, for that hee vvas 
choſen to be an Apoſtle, was ſent to conuert S payne, from 
whence by reaſon of the obſtinacie of the people, (for he con- 
uerted in all but nine perſons) hee returned ſhortly againe to 
preach in Iudea. Where by the enuy of a Jewiſh Biſhop called 
Abiathar, he was accuſed, and beheadded by the conſent of 
Herod Agrippa. His body was conuaied by his diſciples firſt ro 
Jerauſalem, and from thence to Spayne, where it yet remaincth 

in Compoſtella a famous pilgrimage. : 

Temes the ſonne of Alphey, called winor, for that hee vvas 
Laſt choſen, hee was the firſt Biſhop of Ieraſalem, and that by 
the ſpace of thirty yeeres: and then as he was preaching in the 
Temple, hee was throwne headlong downe by the Phariſes, 

and by chem ſtoned to death. He was buried by the Temple. 
Simon by Chriſt called Peter, through the indignation of 
Nero, becauſe he had ouercome Simon Magus, was crucified 
with his head downeward, according as he deſired. | 
Saul, after. his conuerſion called Paul, after hee had endu- 
red and eſcaped many dangers and torments, as beating with 
rods, and put in the ſtocks by Philippuiʒ ſtoned in Liftria, de- 
luered to wilde beaſts in Epheſir, bound and beaten in Ieruſa- 
em, and many others: laſlly came to Rome, where hy the com- 
maundment of Nero, hee was beheaded (becauſe hee was a 
Romaine borne) the ſame day that Peter was crucified . Paule 
7 ſteade of Toby, becaule hee ended not his life with mattire 
ome. oo 
Philip, after hee had preached through the whole 
Countrie of Scythia, and conuerted a great part thereof in the 
ſpace of 20 yeares, was at the laſt in the Cittie of Ierapolit 
(when hee had there extirped the hereſie of the Hebeorits) 
fallened to the croſſe, and ſo died. | 
Bartholmew went to preach in India, and afterward cam to 
Albania à Cittie of Armenia the greater, where he conuetted 
the King of that Cittie, and deſtroyed the idols, wherefore 
by the commaundment of I Miagus brother to the King Po- 
lemins, whom hee had conuerted, hee was flead quicke. His 


bodice was afterwards brought to Italie, and is as ſome ſay at 
C. | . Rems. | 
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Rome. : 
Andrew, Simon Peters brother, went firſt to preach in- Z. 
chaia, and afterward preached in Scitbya : but lallly hee was 
taken at Patras a Cittie of Achaia,by Egeas, Droconſull of that 
Prouince : who becauſe lie had conuerted his wife i. 
caſt him in priſon, where he was ſore beaten. and laſtly ſtrer. 
ched out and bound on a ſlope croſſe, toaugment his tor. 
ment, and ſo died. | 

Thomas preached the Goſpell to the Parthians, Medes, Perſ. 
ans, Hyrcanians, Bragmans, and converted a great part of India. 
He was by the infidells throwne into a burning furnace, and 
came out vnhurt. Finally, becauſe he prayed God to deſtroy 
the idole of the ſonne, which the inſidells would haue com. 
pelled him to worſhip, hee was by them thruſt through with 
ſpeares and (words. | | 

Hathew, after he had preached much in Iudea he went in- 
to Echopia, & there conuerted the greateſt part of that Coun- 
trie. Finally, having newly ended his prayers, andlefting vp 
his hands to heauen by the altar, certaine ſpies came behinde 
him, and rannehim through with their ſwords: which was 
donne by the commaundmient of a King of thoſe Countries. 
' Jmdar, called alſo Thadeas, after the aſſentiou of our Lord, 

was ſent by Thomas to heale Abagar King of Eaiſ:: after- 
wards he preached in Ponte, and Meſopotamia, and converted 
many cruell and barbarous people. Laſtly, hee came to Perſia, 
where for counfounding of their idols, was ſuddenly runne 
vppon, and murdered by che Paymin Biſhops of that Coun- 
\trie. He is buried at Netre a Cittic of Armenia. 

Simon, called Chauancus, brother to Thadens, and Iamei the 
leſſe; after he had preached in Egpt, returned to Jeraſalem, 
whereof by the conſent of the Apoſtles, he was made Biſhop 
after the martirdome of his brother James. As touching his 
death and martirdome, ſome ſay that he ſufferred with his bro- 
ther Iudat I hadeus in Perſia, others, that he was through the 
envie of Heretikes, acculed to bee a Chriſtian afore the Con- 
ſull Atticus and therefore crucified, as his maiſter was. 

HMathy, after the afcention of Chriſt, choſen by the Apo- 
files to ſupply «das rome, was borne at Bethlem,& — 
5 | | | 0 
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of the Tribe of Juda, he preched altogether in Iuaea, where 
laſtly he was accuſed by his ene mies of periurie,or rather blaſ- 
hemie, and therefore hee was condemned to be Noned to 
death by two then, during which torment, one ſmote him 
with a hatchet, and fo he ſuffered martyrdome.

He firſt beganne in the 13 yeere of the raighe of Nero, in 
I ſuch ſort, that the Chriſtians were faine to hide thelelues 
in caues of the earth. | 


The ſecond began in the 12 yeere of the raigne of Domici- 


an, who cauſed S. Iohn the Euangeliſt to be put in a veſſell of 
burning oyle, whereof he receiued no hurt. 
The third began in the tenth yeere of the raigne of Traian, 
which ceaſed aftetwards by the pitty and meanes of Plinie, 2, 
prefe& of the Empire. 
Tbe fourth beganne vnder Marcus. Antonimu, and Aurelius 
ſemmodus Empire. | 
The fift began at the commaundement of the Emperour 
Senerns. 
The fixt began by the indignation of Qlaximiuus, who ee 
ſpecially perſerured the Clergie. | 
The ſeauenth began vnder the Emperour Decius, and con- 
tinued truelly. 
The eight began vnder the Emperor Dalerius, who though 
at the firſt he were a Chriſtian, yet afterwards beeing corrup- 
ted by certaine herericks, he became a moſt cruell perſecuter 
of Chriſt his Church. 
The nin began vnder the Emperour Awrelanus. 
The tenth began by the commandement of the Emperors 
Diocleſſanus and Meximianus Herculeus: this perſecution was 
farre more cruell and generall then any of the reſt: inſomuch 
that Dioc igſſausus im the orient, and M aximianus in the occi- 
dent, deſtroyed all Churches, and tormented the Chriflians 
with all ſtrange corments. |

R Ome was 2 taken by the Ganles, vnder the conduct of 
A Ytheyr captaine Breu, the ycere of the foundation — 
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12 The varietie of memorable 
the Gittie about 3 65, the yeere ofthe world 483 5, & the yere 
before Chrift 3 64. This Brennus is by the Britain & Engliſh 
Chroniclesreported to be a Britain, and brother to Belnys 
king of Britain; but neither the Chronicles of Rowe nor of 
Gawle doe ſpeake of any ſuch matter. 

Rome was ſecondly taken by Alaricke king of Gother, after 


he had held ius ſiege to it the ſpace of two yeeres, which beſell 


the yeere of the foundation of the Citty 1 164, the yere of our 
Lord 412, and the 25 yeere of the Empire of Honorius. It is 
written in the Chronicles of (onffantinopte, and in cther pla. 
ces, that as eMiariche (beeing a Chiiſtan, ) marched with his 
hoſt towards Rene, a eertaine M unck, of holy life and great 
authority, came vnto him, who having audience, admoniſhed 
and counſailed him to breake of that euill purpoſe, and to re- 
member that he was a Chriſtian, and that for Gods ſake hee 
would moderate his wrath, and that he ſhould not take plea- 
ſure in the ſhedding of Chriſtian: blood, ſith that Rome had 
not in any reſpect offended him. Vnto whom Alariche aun- 
ſwered him, Thou muſt vnderſtand man of God, that it pro- 
ceedeth not of mine owne will that I goe againſt Rome: but 
contrarily Laſſure thee, that euery day there commeth vnto 
me a man, which conſtraineth and importuneth me thereun · 
to, ſaying vnto me, Haſten thee, goe againſt Rem, deſtroy it 
vtterly, and make it deſolate. At which wordes the religious 
man becing aſtoniſhed, durſt not reply: and ſo the King fol- 
lowed his enterpriſmſe. „ 42 
Rome was thirdly taken by Gen/ericke king of Dandales, the 
yeere of the foundation of the citty 1208. the yeere of Chriſt 
456. who ſacked and burned it in many places, which befell 
in the Empire of CHarcien. | —_ 
Rome was fourthly taken by Torila King of Gethes, vvho 
becauſe hee could not obtaine peace of the, Emperour Jufli. 
nian, (vrho truſted too much in the power of his Lieutenant 
Zel5/arua) commaunded the Cittizens to auoyde the Cittie, 
and afterward burned, ſacked, and deſtroyed almoſt all the 
Cittie, walls, and the Capital, and made it altogether deſolate: 
in ſo much that neuer ſince it could he repayred according to

the fuſi forme, although a while after Zely/arins peopled and

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repaired a great part thereof, and calling againe the old inha - 
bitants, ered and ſtrengthned — This deſo- 
tion. and of all other moſt lamentable, happened the yeare 
after the foundation of the Citty ig: afther Crit 548, & 
the 21 yeare of the Empire of Iuſtinian. 5 

R ome was fiſtly taken by the ſame Totila, King of Goth 1 
after that Belhiſarius hadrepeopled & repayted it: but where- 
as before he had almoſt deſtroyed. it, hee now called againe 
the Citizens, which were fled at his comming, and trauailed 
all be could torcftore and repaire that which he had deſtroy - 
ed: and behaued himſelfe towards his ſubiects, and eſpecially 
towards the Rigmaines, not bke a ſtranger but a father. This 
happened but three yeares after he had deſtroyed it. 
Rome was ſixtly taken by the ¶Mores && Sarraxint, followers 
of Mohomet his la, whichin great multitude came into Ia. 
9. and in the yeare of our Lord 833, ſitting in Rome, Gregoris 
the fourth, & gouering the Empire Lewis the firſt; beſieged; 
rooke, and ſacleed Rome, prophaning the Temple of Saint 
Peter: which donne they returned to their ſhippes , charged 
with prayes and priſoners. | 

Roma was-ſeauenthly-taken by. Henry the fourth of that 
name, Emperour of Germanic, litting in Rome,Gregorie the 
ſeauenth : this time Rome was molt cruelly deſtroyed, by rea- 
fon that both the armies of the Pope and the Emperour ſcur- 
ales kene long within the Cittie, and the Capitole, 
which had beene before (deſtroyed) was now againe (repay- 
red) which befell the yeare of our Lord 1082: authors write 
that Rome neuer was ſo much endomaged at any thing, as at 
this, for the lamentable deſtruction that was donne by the 
Norman on the Popes ſido, and Germames for the Emper- 
dur. Nena TRAIT 

Rome was lift taken by Charles, the laſt Duke of Bourbon :- 
who being ſlaine as he ſcaled the walls at the firſt aſſaut, and 
by that chance, the ſouldiers being in libertic and without a 
head, pittifully deſtroyed the Cittie, and committed all kind 
of enotmities, and barbarous crueltiet, ſauing that they burned: 
not the Churches, although they ſpoyled and robbed them 
to the vitermoſt, for a great part of the armie were —

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and moſt of the Germaine Lutherans, This aduerſitie happe- 
ned to Rome the yeare of oui Sauiour 1527 , ſitting at Rowe 
Clement the ſeauenth: and goucring the Empire Charles the

The ſeauen Eleflors of the Empereur of Cermanie. 
Hree Eccleſiaſtical : that is to meane, the Archbiſhoppe 
of Magonce, called the Archchancelour of Germanic: the 
Archbiſhoppe of Coles, called the Archecancelour of Italie: 
and the Archbiſhoppe of Treues, called the Archechancelour 
of France. Foure Temporal : the Marquis of Brand: beurg, 
great Chamberlaine of the Empire: the Duke of Saxon, 
careth the ſword before the Emperour : the Earle Palatin 
of Rhene, Dapifer , of carrying the plate: the King of Beme, 
Taſter to the Emperour, or Karuer. Theſe ElcQors were 
firſt ordained by the Emperour Ochon third of that name, in 
theycare of our Lord 1000,to take away the diſſentionwhich 
before times had beene for the chooſing of Emperours : and 
ordained moreover, that being choſen by theſe ſeauen Elec- 
tors, he ſhould be called Cæſar. but being afterwards crowned 

by the Biſhop of Rome, he ſhould be called ¶Auguſtui. 


The three crewnes of the Emperonr. 
T He firſt Crowne is of ſiluer, for the Realme of Jermaine, 
I and is kept at Aix the Chappell, The ſecond Crowne it 
of yron, for the Realme of Lombardie, and is kept at Modene. 
a little Towne not farre from Milan. And the third of gola, 
for the Empire of Rome, where it is kept, 


. The xy. Peers, or Pairs of Fraunce. 
N the Realme of Frauce to be a Peer, is the greateſt digri- 
tie vnder the King, for that in many thinges they have al- 
molt equall authority with the King; for Peer in the French 
tongue fignificth equall. But becauſe it might be too prolixe 
a matter to [peak of theyr prerogatiues, it ſhall ſuffice to num- 
ber them, and each of theyr officeFar the ſacring or coronati- 
on of a new King, Theſe ancient Peers are twelue in num- 


berz whereofſixe are of the Clergy, and ſixe are Lay men: 
_ / 
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the ſixe of the Clergie with theyr offices at the corronation, 
are the Archbiſhop and Duke of Rein, which hath his accu- 
ſtomed chargeto oynt and conſecrate the King, the Biſhop 
and Duke of Laon, who office is to bring the holy Ampoule, 
or divine water, wherwith the King is annointed : the Biſhop 
and Duke of L angres, whoſe office is ta bring the ſcepter & 
the hand of iuſtice; the Biſhop and Earle of Beauuass, bring- 
eth the Kings cloake; the Biſhop & Earle of Chaalors, bring - 
eth the Kings Ring the Biſhop and Earle of Nyon, bring- 
eth the Kings oyrdle. The ſixe temporall Peers with theyr 
offices at the corronation, are the Duke of Burgundie, Deane 
or chiefe of the reſt, whofe office is to bring the kings crowne: 

the Duke of Ga9ex bringeth the firſt ſquare banner: the duke 
of Normandie bringeth the ſecond ſquare banner: the Favle 
of Earle of Tolowze bringeth the Kings ſpurtes: the Earle of 
Champaine bringeth. the kingly banner, or che ſlandart of 
warre: and the Earle of Flaundersbringeth the Kings ſword, 
And although the five firlt temporall Peerdoms be vnited to 

the crowne, and the ſixt bee ſubiect to another Prince, yet at 

at the Kings corronation, there are other noble men appein- 

ted to ſupply theyr roome and offices. Theſe be the twelue 

ancient Peers, although ſince theyr creation others haue been 

made, which though they haue like authoritie to judge in the 
Court of Parliament, yet they want offices at the Kings coro- 

nation, and beare not that maieſtie that the other Pees doe, for 
that they are not of fo great antiquitie,. 


The eygli Parhaments of Frannces | 
H E chiefe & generalleſt juſtice of the realme of France, 
is continually kept in eyght Cities, wherein are Pallaces 
wade expreſly for that purpoſe: and this · generall kind of iu- 
ſtice is deuĩded into eyght parts, according io the eyght Cit- 
ties, and euery of them are called Parliaments, which differ 
very little from our Termes: but whereas theſe are but foure 
times in a yeere, thoſe are continually kept; each of them ha- 
uing in ſtead of our Lord Chancelor, a chiefe Preſident. 
The firſt and chiefeſt of theſe Parliaments is that of Pars, 
called the Court of the Peers of Fraunce: and. to the _—_ 
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16 The yarietic of memorable 
and _ of this Parliament, many forraine Kings and 
Princes haue ſubmitted themſelues in matters of greatelſ im- 
portance, as to the moſt venerable and chiefeſt Senate of iu- 
ſtice in the world. Such were the Emperor Fredericke the ſe- 
cond, called Barberouſſe, king of both Sicili, when he ſubmit- 
ted himſelfe to the iudgement of this Court of Parliament, as 
touching all the controuetſies of his Empire and kingdoms, 
which he had againſt Pope Innocent the fourth: Philip prince 
of T arente, andihe Duke of Burgandie, who ſumbitted them 
ſelues to this Parliament, for the controuerſie betwixt them 
vpon the expences of the recovery of the Empire of Conſlan- 
tinople. The Dake of Lorraine ſubiect to the Empire, and the 
Lord Gay of Cbaſtilon, who ſubmitted theſẽlues to the iudge · 
nent of this Court, as concerning the limitation of their lands 
and poſſeſtions: the Daulphin of Vienne, & the Earle of Sa. 
noy fammitted themſelues to the iudgement of this Parlia- 
ment, concerning the ſute betwixt them, for the homage of 
the Marquiſat of Sa/zces. Moreouer, without the conſent of 
this Parliament, it hath not beene ſeene that the Kings of 
Fraunce haue done or paſſed any matter of importance tou- 
ching the ſtate ofthe Realme, ſo much is it reſpected both 
within the Realme and abroad. This Court of Parliament was 
firſt ordeyned by Phillip the fayre, King of Fraue. 

The ſecond Parliament is at Bordeanx, for the countries of 
Gwyen, Gaſcoine, Zaintonge, Perigort, part of Pciflen,ando- 
thers : and was firſt ordained by Charfes the ſeauenih. 

The third Parliament is at Rouen, for the Dukedome of 
Normandie, firſt made Exchequer by Philtp the fayre, andaf- 

terwards continuall Parliament by Lewes the twelfth. 

The fourth Parliament is at Taulamæe, firſt ordained for 
certaine times of the yeere by Phillip the fayre, and afterwards 
made continuall hy char ir the ſeauenth, for the Country of 
Laa eee een tot [0b 
The fift Parliament is at Grenoble, for the country of Daul . 
hire, inſtituted by Lewes the x jj Fe. 

The fixt Parliament is at Dynii for the Dulcedome of B̃ur- 
ganiie, it was likewiſe ordaitied by the ſayd Lewer the x). 
Tue ſeauenth Parlament is at ix; for the Eailedome of

T Hefirſt, was the Kingdome of Kew : which had his be- 
ginning ofthe Sexox Hengi, in the yeareof our Lord 
476: and the fife yeare of — 7 King of Britaine his laſt 
raigne (for he had beene depoſed) the Kingdome continued 
$42 yeares , till that Egbert King of Weflſaxons vanquiſhed 
Baldred laſt King thercof , and ioyned it to his one King- 

The ſecond Kingdome was of Suſſex, or South/axonc, 
which began by the Saxon Elle, in the yeare of our Lord 482 3 
and the ſecond yeare of 4ure/ambro/e King of Britaine. This 
kingdome contirwed not aboue 112 yeares. 


The third kingdome was of Effangles, or eaſt Enghſamen, 


and contained Norihfolke and Sexthfolke : it was firſt begunne 
by the Saxen Tffa, about the yeare of our Lord 492: and the 
14 yeare of {ure Ambroſe king of Britaine, This kingdome 
continued 376 yeares; the laſt king whereof was Saint Ed- 
ond mattired by the Danes. 
The fourth was the kingdome of Veſtſaxent, contaming 
the Weſtcountrie of England , and had his beginning by the 
Sexvn Cerdicxs, theyeare of our Lord 522: and the fift yeare 
of lunbur the great king of Brizaize, and endured from the 
Hit ybare of Cerdicns to the laſt of Alured, the tearme of 378 
yearen. Thekings of this Countrie ſubdued at length all the 
otherſixe kingdomes, which Egbert beganne, and Alured

The third in — — is the Order of the golden Fleece, 
founded vpon the fable of the golden Fleece, that /a/on with 
the other Argonautes went to ſeelee in the Ile of Colchor,which 
is to meane, that hee went to the mine of gold: and ordained 
by Philly the ſecond, ſurnamed the good Duke of Burgundze, 
in the yeare of our Lord 1430: the complete number of 
which Order are 24 Knights : and weare their cloakes and 
hoods of Scarlat , garded with ĩimbroderie, made with flames 
of fire, and a Collor of gold, made with fire ſtones ſparkling 
out fire,whereat hangeth a Fleece of gold: and appointed for 
the celebrating of that Order Saint ¶Andremes day, being the 
30 of November. But the Emperour Churler the fift(heyre of 
the houſe of Burgundie, and chiefe of that Order) changed 
their apparell , and ordained that their clokes ſhould bee of

The fourth in antiquitie is the Order of Saint Michael the 
Archangell, inſtituted by Lewis the 11, King of France, the 
firſt day of Auguſt , in the yeare of our Lord 1469: and or- 
dained that of that Order there ſhould be 36 Knights, genile- 
men of name and of armes without reprooch, of whom hee 
himſelfe was chiefe and Soueraigne, and after him his ſuc- 
ceſſors Kings of Fraunce. And the brothers or companions 
of this order were bound, at the receiuing thereof, to forlake 
and leaue all other Orders, if any they had; either of a Prince 
or any companie, onely excepting Emperours, Kings, and 
Dukes, which beſide this Order, might weare that Order 
whereof they weare chicfe , with the agreement and conſent 
ofthe King and confrarie of the ſayd Order: and in like man- 
ner the ſayd Kings of Frawxce might weare beſide his owne, 
the Order of other Emperours, Kings, and Dukes.

HE inhabieanes of eluetia or:Swiſſerland, after they had 

' emancipated themſelues from the yoke of the Empire, 
and expelled the nobilitie of the Empetiall faction, began to 
make leagues and confederacies one towne unh another, to 
fortiſie themſelues by that meanes agaimſt forraine inuaſions if 
any hapned. And in proceſſe of time, within little more then
